THE TERMINAL MONOPOLY CASES. 

Judge Advocate-General Davis of the War Department ex- 
plains the delay of his department in deciding the question of 
the forfeiture of the Merchants’ bridge under the clause in its 
charter forbidding its consolidation with a competitive bridge 
by saying that the department is waiting for the decision in 
the Missouri case now pending. “The questions which will be 
submitted to the jury,” said he, “are identical with those in 
the Merchants’ bridge case. A jury will decide whether or not 
the different termina! Jines are competing under the meaning 
of the law, and we wil] mot undertake further consideration 
wntil we have that result. In fact ‘he points in the Missouri 
cage are 80 nearly like those in the ‘ral bridge case that the 
one will decide the other.” 

But the Supreme Court of Missouri has refused Attorney- 
Genera! Crow’s uest for a jury, despite the plain state- 
ment of the constitution in the section forbidding the consoli- 
dating of parall@ or competing tines, that 

“The question whether railroads are parallel or competing 
lines shall, when demanded, be decided by a jury as in other 
civil issues.” 

In view of the fact that the War Department is awaiting 
the decision in the Missouri casé to determine its own action, 
the state Supreme Court’s refusal of Attorney-General Crow’s 
constitutional demand for a jury to decide the question of fact 
is significant and important. 

Attorney-General Crow, it is understood, will press his demand 
for a jury, but if the court persists in its refusal, the question 
of fact will not be determined for the enlightenment of the War 
Department; the facts about the monopoly of terminal facili- 
ties in St. Louis will not be brought to light as they should 
be in order to determine whether or not the law is being 
violated.

drivers of coal and othér heavy wagons who persist in holding 
the tracks in front of street cars.

The associated interests claim that 
the lowering of the free time will work 
great hardship with them.. Edward Devoy 
of the Devoy & Feuerborn Coal Co. said: 

“The deliveries made by the Terminal 
company now, giving us the full 72 hours 
free time for handling, is bad enough, but 
if they allow us only 48 hours the cost will 
be still greater. At our Compton avenue 
yards we are now unloading an average of 
12 cars of coal a day. Not long ago in one 
night the terminal company delivered 463 
cars to us. We cannot afford to keep un- 
loading gangs on’ hand at all times for 
jthis excessive amount. 

“We have been furnishing the coal] to 
come of the big industries of St. Louis, on 
which the people depend for the common 
necessities, and I must say that the ter- 
minal company, Knowing this, has used its 
best endeavors to keep us supplied with 


coal; but it has not had the facilities, and 
often we were compelled to furnish coal to 
these industries at a loss, as we were com- 
pelled to buy from our neighbors at a high- 
er price than our contract called for.’

We claim that where one 
man has oniy one yard to .ook after he is 
as competent to know whether a car is un- 
loaded or placed at a certain time as an 
employe of the Car Service Association, 
who has probably a dozen or: yards to 
look after.

hours to unload a car of coal. It is uiso 
physically possible for the rai road company 
to make dGelivery of coal-.from East St.

If the physical time for un oading is to be 
taken into consideration the phys.cal time 
cor delivery should be taken into con# dera- 
tion.
